KEEP CARS MOVING.

difficulty in the 
present 


transportation situation, is the short- 
age of freight cars. By the time the 
crops begin ro move in about three 
months there will probably be as usual 
a howl for more cars. 


If all freight could be promptly un- 


loaded on reaching destination, there 
might be ears enough. There is great 
negligence in this respect. 
Cars by 


the thousands are held by grain specu- 
lators at terminals when the market is 
rising. 
If they can hold cars but a 


day thevj-rnay he able to make a big 
profit. 


Also 
many 
co-operative 
organiza- 


tions and other groups of people are 
buying goods direct from wholesalers, 
to be delivered to consumers 
direct 


from freight cars. There is a tempta- 
tion to hold these cars until it is con- 
venient for purchasers to come and un- 
load them. 
llany business men are 


very negligent' about unloading cars. 


Demurrage charges are assessed on 


those who detain cars longer than the 
regular standard time allowed for un- 
loading, ilany consignees feel aggriev- 
ed at these charges. Hut it is the only 
method 
for 
keeping cars 
moving. 


Some authorities say that a progres- 
sive scale for such charges should be 
established, so that it would be cost- 
ly for consignees to keep a car waiting 
more than four or five days. 


A bulletin of the University of Ne- 


braska covering this subject suggests 
the following charges: First and sec- 
ond day. free: third day J3.00: fourth 
day. $2.00: and so on. increasing a dol- 
lar each day.
